S . O . 341 ) , - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of the Export 
( Quality Control and Inspection ) Act , 1963 ( 22 of 1963 ), and after previous pub 
lication as required by sub - rule ( 2 ) of rule 11 of the Export ( Quality Control 
And Inspection ) Rules , 1984 , the Central Government hereby 
( 1) notifies that small tools and hand tools shall be subject to quality 

control and inspection prior to export ; 
( 2 ) specifies the type of quality control and inspection in accordance with 

the Export of Small tools and Hand tools (Quality Control and 
Inspection ) Rules, 1967 as the type of quality control and inspection 

which would be applied to such small tools and hand tools ; 
( 8 ) recognises 
( a ) the contractual specifications as agreed upon between the buyer and 

the seller ; and 
( b ) in the absence of any contractual specifications as mentioned in 

clause ( a ) above , the specifications issued by the Indian Stand 
ards Institution for small tools and hand tools as got out in An 

nexure I to this Notification , 
as the standard specifications for small tools and hand tools; 
(4 ) prohibits the export, in the course of international trade, of such small 
tools , and hand tools unless the same are either accompanied by a 
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certificate issued by any of the Export Inspection Agencies estab 
lished under section 7 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspec 
tion ) Act, 1963 ( 22 of 1963 ) , to the effect that the small tools and 
hand tools are export -worthy , or are affixed with a seal or mark 
recognised by the Central Government under section 8 of the said 

act 
2 . Nothing in this Notification shall apply to the export by land , sea or air 
of samples of mall tools and hand tools not exceeding twelve in number of 
ench type andse to prospective buyers 

3 . Definition - - In this Notification , Small toalg , sbal mean any of the small 
tools used by macl insis , while doing inachining work , and Hand tools shall 
inean any of the hind tools used by fitters or carpenters or others doing 
hand work .

S . O . 3412 .- In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection ) Act, 1963 ( 22 of 1963 ) , the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules, namely : 

1 . Short title and commencement .- (1 ) These rules may be called the Export 
of Small Tools and Hand Tools ( Quality Control and Inspection ) Rules, 1967. 

( 2 ) They shall come into force on 13th October, 1967 . 
2. Definition . In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires 
( a ) Agency means any one of the Export Inspection Agencies established at 

Cochin , Madras, Calcutta , Borrday and Delhi under sect .on 7 of the 

Export (Quality Control and Inspection ) Act , 1963 ( 22 of 1963 ). 
(b ) Small tools shall mean any of the small tools used by machinists , 

while doing machining work and hand tools shall mean any of the 
hand tools used by fitters or carpenters or others doing hard work . 


3 . Quality Control.- ( 1 ) The quality of the small tools and hand tools intended 
for export shall be ensured by effecting the following controls , at difterent stages 
of manufacture together with the levels of control as given in Annexure hereto 
namely :-- 
(1) Bought out materials and components control : 
( a ) Purchase specifications shall be laid down by the manufacturer in 

corporating the properties of materials or components to be used 
and the detailed dimçnsions thereof with tolerances . 
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(b ) The accepted consignments shall be either accompanied by a supplier s 

test or inspection certificate corroborating the requirements of the 
purchase specification , in which case occasional checks ( e . g . once 
in each quarter of the year for the same supplier of the saine mate . 
rial) shall be conducted by the purchaser for a particular supplier 
to verify the correctness of the aforesaid test of inspection certif 
cates , or the purchased materials or components shall be regularly 
inspected or tected cither in a laboratory within the factory or in 

some other laboiatory 01 test house . 
( c ) The sampling for inspection or test to be carried out shall be based 

on a iecorded investigation . 
( After the inspection or teat is carried out, systeinatic methods shall 

he adopted in segregating the accepted and rejected materials or com 

ponents and in clisposul ol rejected materials or components . 
( e ) Adequate records in respect of the above nientioned controls shall be 

regularly and systematically maintained . 
( ii ) Process Control: : 
( a ) Detailed process specifications shall be laid down by the manufacturer 

for different processes of manufacture. 
( b ) Equipments , instrumentation and facilities shall be adequate to control 

the procesşes as laid down in the process specification . 
In Arlequate records shall bt maintained to ensure the possibility of veri 

fying the control , exercised during the process of manufacture. 
( iil) Product Control . 
( a ) The manufacturer shall either have his own adequate testing facilities , 

or shall have 20 cys to such testing facilities existing elsewhere to 
test the product as per the specification recognised under section 6 
of the Export ( Quality Control and Inspection ) Act, 1963 ( 22 of 

1963 ) . 
( b ) Sampling (wherever required ) for testing shall be based on a recorded 

investigation. 
( c ) Adequate records i respect of tests carried out shall be regularly and 

systematically maintained . 
(lv ) Preservation Control : 
( a ) A detailed specifikation shall be laid down by the manufurtier to 

safeguard the pruduct from adverse effects of weather conditions. 
(d ) The product shall be well preserved both during storage and during 

transit . 
(vi Packing Control: 
A packing specification shall be laid down with a vicw to patisfying the 

controls mentioned in the Annexure hereto annexed for packing 

the aforesaid product and shall be rigidly implemented . 
( 2 ) Inspectin .-- The inspection of small tools and hand tools intended for cx 
port shall be carried out with a view to seeing that the above mentioned controls 
have been exercised at the relevant levels satisfactorily and that the small tools 
and hand tools conform to the standard specifications applicable to it. 


4 . Procedure of Inspection - ( 1 ) The exporter shall give intimation in writing 
to any one of the agencies recoginsed under section 7 of the Export ( Quality 
Control and Inspection ) Act, 1963 ( 22 of 1963 ) , and submit along with such inti 
mation a declaration that the consignment of small tools and hand tools have been 
or are being manufactured by exercising quality control measures as per controla 
referred to under rule 3 above, and that the consignment conforms to the re 
quirements of the specifications recognised for the purpose. 


( 2 ) The exporter shall also furnish to the Agency the identification murks 
applied on the consignment. 

(3 ) Every intimation and declaration under sub - rule ( 1 ) shall rrach the office 
of the Agency not less than seven days prior to the despatch of the consignment 
from the manufacturer s premises or cxporter s premises. 
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(4 ) On receipt of the Intimation and declaration under sub - rules ( 1 ) and ( 2 ), 
the agency : 
( a ) in the case of an exporter who is himself the manufacturer on satis 

fying itself that during the process of manuiacture he had exercised 

dequate quality contro ] us provided Linder rule 3 and the instruc 
tions , if any , issued by the Export Inspection Council in this regard 
to manufacture the product according to tie standard specifications 
applicable to it , shall within three days , issue a certificate declaring 

the consignment of small tools and hand tools as export- worthy ; 
( b ) in the case of an exporter who is not himself the manufacturer on satis 

fying itself that during the procrus of manufacture the manufac 
lurer had exercised adequate qu1111y control as provided under rule 
3 and the instructions , if any , issulit by the Export Inspection Coun 
cil in this regard to manutacture the product according to the stand 
ard specifications applicable to it, hall within three days of carry 
ing out the inspection , issue 3 ceilificate declaring the consignment 

of small tools and hand tools as export-worthy . 
5 . Afixation of recognised mark and procedure thereof. The provisions of 
the Indian Standards Institution ( Certificatiun Marks ) Act, 1952 ( 36 of 1952 ) , 
the Indian Standards Institution ( Certification Marks ) Rules, 1955 and the Indian 
Standards Institution ( Certification Marks ) Regulations, 1955 , shall, so far as 
may be, apply in relation to the procedure of affixation of the recognised mark or 
seal on small tools and hand tools prior to export and tools so marked shall not 
be subjected to any inspection under rule 4 of 1hose rules. 

6 . Place of Inspection . Every inspection under these rules shall be carried 
out at the premises of the manufacturer or cxporter at the port of shipment, 

7. Inspection Fee . - A fee at the rate of twenty palse for every hundred rusce 
of 1. 0 .b . value of each such consignment shall not paid by the exporler to llie 
Agency as inspection fee under rule 4 of these rules . 

8 . Appeal, - ( 1 ) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the Agenry to issue 
a certificate under sub - rule ( 4 ) of rule 4 may , within ten days of the receipt of 
the communication of such refusal by him , prefer an appeal to a panel of experts, 
consisting of not less than three persons, as may be appointed for the purpose 
by the Central Government 

( 2 ) The quorum for the panel shall be three 
( 3 ) The decisions of the said panel of experts on such appeal shall be final.
